SCABIES  ORDER  194-1.  In  May  194-2  the  Ministry  of  Health  issued  a circular 
No.  264-5  making  it  clear  that  County  Councils  and  District  Authorities 
have  concurrent  powers  under  this  Order.  The  Ministry  of  Health  have 
agreed  that  cases  of  Scabies  among  county  residents,  as  well  as  among  ev- 
acuees, can  receive  in-patient  treatment  (provided  there  are  no  existing 
local  arrangements  for  such  treatment)  under  arrangements  made  by  them. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  for  in- 
patient treatment  of  impetigo  provided  such  cases  are  admitted  with  the 
approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

The  number  of  primary  notifications  during  the  year  was  605>  com- 
pared with  658  in  194-1.  The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  Residential 
Treatment  was  505  s compared  with  All  admitted  in  194-1*  There  we  re  24-2 
patients  in  residence  on  the  1st  January  194-2  and  267  in  residence  on  the 
31st  December  194-2. 

During  the  year  158  patients  suffering  from  non-pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis were  treated  at  various  institutions  not  belonging  to  the  County 
Council. 

0 rants  of  extra  nourishment,  etc.  were  made  as  follows: - 

(1)  Extra  nourishment  - 321  grants  at  1+/-  per  week, 

(2)  Dentistry  - 6 grants, 

(3;  Surgical  appliances  - 102  grants,

Artificial  pneumothorax  was  attempted  in  58  cases,  being  successful 
in  14  cases  and  unsuccessful  in  14  cases.  In  addition  8 patients  were 
admitted  whose  pneumothorax  had  been  induced  elsewhere.  The  out-patient 
clinic,  brought  about  by  difficulties  of  transport,  has  continued  and  its 
numbers  have  increased. 

6 patients  had  ultra  violet  ray,  and  6 infra  red  ray  therapy.

X-RAYS 

There  were  1571  screenings  made,  and  774-  films  taken.  Of  these  718 
were  plain  chest,  18  after  lipiodol  injection,  and  38  of  other  parts. 

DENTAL  TREATMENT 

As  in  former  years  dental  treatment  has  continued  to  play  an  important 
part  in  the  general  therapeutic  scheme.  292  patients  were  examined  and  an- 
alysis of  the  treatment  given  is  as  follows : - 120  fillings,  150  extractions, 
34-6  scalings  etc.  , 20  dentures  supplied,  10  dentures  repaired.

INVESTIGATION  OF  ENTERIC  FEVER 

During  the  past  three  years  extensive  use  has  been  made  of  two  new 
tests  which  are  proving  of  great  assistance  in  the  investigation  of  enter- 
ic disease. 

(1)  The  Vi. agglutination  test.  The  blood  of  chronic  typhoid  carriers 
almost  always  gives  a positive  result  with  this  test,  which  is  thus  a val- 
uable means  of  narrowing  the  field  in  the  search  for  such  carriers.  An 
example  of  its  usefulness  was  the  unmasking  of  a hitherto  unsuspected  car- 
rier amongst  the  patients  in  Tavistock  P.A.  I.  , who  had  been  responsible 
for  a number  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  occurring  over  a long  period. 

(2)  The  typing  of  typhoid  bacilli  by  the  bacteriophage  technique. 

By  this  recently  described  method  it  is  now  possible  to  identify  typhoid 
bacilli  as  belonging  to  one  or  other  of  a number  of  types.  Cases  in- 
fected from  a single  source  always  belong  to  the  same  type,  and  a chronic 
carrier  consistently  excretes  the  same  type  of  organism,  so  that  the  typ- 
ing method  is  of  great  assistance  in  tracing  the  source  of  outbreaks  or 
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sporadic  cases.  Typing  has  been  carried  out  by  Dr.  A.  Felix,  F.R. S. , 
whose  services  are  available  to  the  laboratory  by  virtue  of  its  association 
with  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service. 

Practically  all  the  strains  of  typhoid  bacilli  isolated  from  typhoid 
cases  and  carriers  in  Devon  since  March  1941  have  been  typed  and  the  re- 
cord has  been  of  considerable  interest  and  value.  Organisms  belonging  to 
at  least  seven  different  types  have  been  recognised, indicating  the  exist- 
ence of  more  than  that  number  of  separate  foci  of  infection.  The  typing 
technique  is  the  only  procedure  which  enables  the  isolated  case  to  be  fit- 
ted into  the  general  epidemiological  picture  and  its  probable  source  of 
infection  determined. 

The  record,  which  is  summarised  below,  provided  numerous  examples  of 
isolated  cases,  or  groups  of  cases,  which  were  shown  to  have  been  infected 
by  carriers  of  the  same  type.  It  also  illustrates  an  outbreak  in  the 
staff  of  an  institution  caused  by  a carrier  of  type  C,  and  the  epidemio- 
logical pattern  produced  by  a focus  of  two  other  types  in  rural  districts 
(type  El  in  Honiton  Clyst  district,  and  type  91  in  Sampford  Peverell,  the 
latter  spreading  to  other  areas  through  the  agency  of  water  cress) . (The 
list  includes  cases  from  Exeter  City). 

Strains  of  paratyphoid  B. bacilli  are  now  being  similarly  typed.

Routine  medical  inspections  are  carried  out  monthly  in  the  case  of 
children  under  2 years  of  age,  and  quarterly  in  the  case  of  children  from 
2-5  years  of  age,  and  supervisory  visits  are  made  at  suitable  intervals. 

In  most  of  the  nurseries  a suitably  balanced  meal  is  cooked  and  pro- 
vided on  the  premises.  The  children  show  great  bonefit  from  the  regular 
routine,  careful  diet  and  rest  periods. 

WELFARE  DENTAL  SERVICES:  During  the  year  a scheme  has  been  started 
for  supplying  Dental  Treatment  to  expectant  mothers,  nursing  mothers  and 
children  of  pre-school  age  by  the  County  Dental  Officers  at  the  various 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 
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This  scheme  offers  dental  treatment  to  all  expectant  mothers  and  to 
nursing  mothers  up  to  a year  after  childbirth,  also  to  their  children  of 
pre-school  age  who  attend  these  centres. 

So  far  work  has  been  more  or  less  on  experimental  lines  to  ascertain 
the  scope  of  work  possible  and  the  amount  of  work  involved. 

Attempts  are  being  made  to  provide  conservative  work,  extractions 
under  local  anaesthesia  and  dentures  where  necessary.  General  Anaesthe- 
tics can  only  be  given  at  the  two  Dental  Clinics  at  Newton  Abbot  and 
Paignton.  At  the  other  centres,  where  general  anaesthetics  a.re  indicated 
the  patients  are  sent  to  local  practitioners  and  the  work  done  paid  for 
at  an  agreed  rate  based  on  the  National  Health  Insurance  fees.  Dentures 
are  being  supplied  by  the  County  Dental  Officers,  the  surgery  work  being 
done  by  the  officers  and  the  actual  dentures  made  to  their  specifications 
by  the  Exeter  Dental  Laboratory.  The  actual  cost  of  dentures  is  for  mat- 
erial and  labour. 

Accommodation  at  many  centres  for  this  wo rk  is  very  inadequate  but 
it  is  hoped  gradually  to  make  arrangements  more  suitable  for  the  work. 
Eventually  some  fully  equipped  clinics  must  be  established,  as  some  of  the 
portable  children's  equipment  used  by  the  dental  officers  is  totally  un- 
suitable for  adults  and  makes  treatment  in  some  cases  almost  impossible. 
The  dental  officers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  difficulties  they  have 
overcome,  carrying  out  the  treatment  they  have  already  done. 

Considering  the  short  time  the  scheme  has  been  operating  and  the 
conditions  under  which  work  has  to  be  done,  there  has  been  a fair  amount  of 
work  carried  out  and  there  is  every  indication  that  as  the  scheme  becomes 
better  known  there  will  be  a big  increase  of  work  and  more  sessions  will 
have  to  be  given.  At  present  one  session  per  month  is  devoted  to  this 
work  at  each  centre.  Talks  on  oral  hygiene  and  care  of  the  teeth  are  of 
course  given  to  the  mothers  and  they  are  encouraged  to  submit  themselves 
and  their  children  to  periodical  examination.  This  work  will  prove  very 
beneficial  particularly  to  the  children  as  minor  defects  can  be  corrected 
early  and  the  children's  teeth  saved  from  serious  trouble  developing  be- 
fore they  come  under  the  routine  of  school  dental  inspection  and  treatment . 

It  has  been  generally  found  that  the  Public  Health  nurses  in  the 
various  centres  are  only  too  willing  to  collaborate,  and  giving  every  as- 
sistance they  can;  moreover,  the  various  voluntary  officers  are  very  en- 
thusiastic about  the  scheme  and  are  doing  everything  possible  to  further 
it. 


CHILD  LIFE  PROTECTION 

Public  Health  Act,  193& 
(part  7.  Sections  206  - 220) 


In  the  administrative  County  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were 
128  children  boarded  out  in  accordance  with  the  above  Acts,  and  93  Regis- 
tered Poster  parents;  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  197  children 
boarded  out  and  113  foster  parents  on  the  list. 


During  the  year  38  applications  for  registration  were  received  from 
foster  parents.  The  homes  of  these  persons  were  visited  by  the  Chief 
Child  Life  Protection  Visitor  and  31  were  approved  for  the  reception  of 
one  child,  two  for  the  reception  of  two  children,  two  for  the  reception 
of  three  children,  one  for  the  reception  of  four  children;  two  homes  were 
not  approved.  In  addition  sanction  was  given  to  12  previously  registered

MENTAL  DEFICIENCT 

Of  the  cases  diagnosed  during  194-2  as  mentally  deficient, 89  were  not- 
ified to  the  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  as  requiring  action  to  be  taken 
under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act.  Owing  to  the  demand  for  institutional  ac- 
commodation, this  can  only  be  provided  in  cases  which  fall  within  the 
•’urgent"  categories  as  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Control.  In  all  suitable 
cases  Guardianship  and  Licence  is  used  as  an  alternative  to  institutional 
care. 

The  Devon  Voluntary  Association  for  Mental  Welfare  have  continued 
their  valuable  assistance  in  the  work  of  supervision, home  teaching  and  home 
visiting,  and  the  two  Psychiatric  Social  Workers  appointed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  to  assist  with  evacuation  problems  have  investigated  cases  of 
evacuated  children  who  were  mentally  defective. 

Court  and  Prison  cases  referred  for  examination  by  the  County  Psychia- 
trist continue  to  increase  and  in  a number  of  such  Devon  cases  the  Courts 
have  taken  action  under  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 

At  the  end  of  19-4-2  there  were  21  cases  under  Guardianship  in  the 
County  and  156  cases  on  licence,  many  of  the  latter  in  paid  employment. 
Wherever  possible  patients  are  placed  in  situations  where  they  can  contri- 
bute towards  the  war  effort,  especially  in  farming. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  333  Devon  cases  in  the  Royal  Western 
Counties  Institution,  Staroross,  93  in  the  Devon  and  Exeter  Homes,  133  in 
Box  House,  Axminster,  95  in  Western  Lodge,  Crediton,  34-  in  Stoke  Lyne,  Ex- 
mouth, and  11  patients  in  institutions  outside  the  county. 

Stoke  Lyne , Exmouth.  As  staffing  deficiencies  have  to  some  extent 
been  made  good,  it  is  now  possible  for  the  beds  at  this  institution  to  be 
fully  occupied,  i.  e.  37  boys  and  7 working  female  patients.  With  the  ap- 
pointment of  a permanent  teacher  the  school  has  been  reorganised  so  that 
all  but  a few  very  low  grade  children  receive  "schooling"  up  to  their  cap- 
acity. 

Western  Lodge,  Crediton.  This  institution  continues  very  full  and 
active.  Attempts  are  being  made  as  far  as  possible  to  utilise  it  for  the 
younger, trainable  female  patients  owing  to  the  exceptional  facilities  pro- 
vided in  various  indoor  and  outdoor  occupations.  One  third  of  the  patients 
are  on  long  term  licence  and  the  experiment  of  daily  licence  in  groups 
working  on  farms  has  proved  very  successful.  The  laundry  continues  to 
deal  with  the  work  of  the  County  Institutions.  One  thousand  camouflage 
nets  were  made  during  the  year  and  the  output  from  the  handicrafts  depart- 
ment realised  £282. 

Box  House,  Axminster.  There  have  been  8 deaths  at  this  Institution 
during  the'  year,  but  the  general  health  record  is  excellent.  The  usual 
employments , boot  repairing,  tailoring,  carpentry,  wood  cutting  and  garden- 
ing were  carried  on  during  the  year  and  nearly  all  the  patients  were  ac- 
tively engaged  in  these  occupations.  Boot  repairs  were  done  for  6 instit- 
utions and  the  Axminster  Home  Guard  (i.e.  about  2,000  pairs  during  the 
year)";  and  the  wood  shed  showed  a considerable  profit  for  the  year.  A 
number  of  patients  are  granted  daily  licence  to  assist  local  fanners  and 
their  help  is  much  sought  after.  The  advantages  of  the  increased  freedom 
given  in  this  and  in  various  other  ways  are  manifest  in  the  general  morale 
of  the  institution. 
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VENEREAL  DISEASES 


Arrangements  we  re  continued  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  patients 
suffering  from  Venereal  Diseases  at  the  Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital, 
Torbay  Hospital,  North  Devon  Infirmary  (Annexe),  Barnstaple,  and  the  City 
Hospital,  Plymouth.  Female  In-patients  are  sent  to  St.  Mary's  Home,  Exe- 
ter for  observation  and  treatment. 

The  total  number  of  new  County  cases  attending  for  out-patient  treat- 
ment at  the  Centres  during  1942  was  346  compared  with  214  in  194 1.  35  new 
in-patients  received  treatment  compared  with  17  for  1941. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1942  the  names  of  43  medical  practitioners  had  been 
placed  on  the  list  of  those  qualified  to  administer  salvarsan  substitutes, 
and  to  these  353  supplies  were  sent  in  the  Exeter  area,  compared  with  177 
for  the  previous  year.  No  supply,  in  either  year,  was  sent  in  the  Ply- 
mouth or  Torquay  areas. 

The  total  number  of  specimens  examined  during  the  year  at  the  County 
Laboratory  was  2393  compared  with  2370  in  1 941 • 

It  was  found  necessary  to  repay  the  sum  of  £34.2.0  to  pa.tients  for 
expenses  incurred  in  travelling  to  the  nearest  clinics,  compared  with 
£50.9.8  in  1941  and  £22.18.1  in  1940.

General  Practitioner  V.D.  Scheme 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  to  augment  the  facilities  for 
treatment,  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2226.  Under 
this  scheme  general  practitioners  who  have  been  approved  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  with  certain  equipment  and 
are  paid  for  the  treatment  of  patients  in  accordance  with  the  scale  laid 
down.  This  scheme  is  intended  chiefly  to  provide  treatment  facilities 
for  persons  living  in  areas  not  easily  accessible  to  one  of  the  County 
Treatment  Centres.  Twenty-one  doctors  have  so  far  been  approved  to  work 
under  this  scheme. 


RIVERS  POLLUTION  PREVENTION 

Inspection  of  Rivers  in  connection  with  Pollution  were  greatly  cur- 
tailed during  the  year,  partly  due  to  travel  restrictions  and  partly  to 
the  increase  in  other  work.  Observations,  when  possible,  were  made  of 
the  Rivers  Culm,  Ernie,  Dart  and  Torridge,  and  samples  taken  as  indicated. 
Pollution  of  the  River  Culm  in  its  lower  reaches  continues  to  be  marked, 
and  the  River  Erme  has  also  shown  some  evidence  of  pollution  on  occasions.

The  following  is  a summary  of  tho  work  in  connection  with  the  super- 
vision of  milk  supplies : - 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December  1942,  4122  Veterinary  Inspections 
were  carried  out,  76368  bovines  have  been  examined, and  258(.33$)  cows  with 
indurated  udders  have  been  detected.  Examination  of  the  milk  from  these 
abnormal  udders  has  shown  that  9 (.01$)  of  the  tota.l  number  of  animals  ex- 
amined) were  giving  tuberculous  milk, and  424  (.55$)  of  the  total  number  of 
cows  examined)  were  giving  milk  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption  for 
reasons  other  than  tuberculosis. 

The  cows  giving  tuberculous  milk  have  been  slaughtered  under  the 
Tuberculosis  Orders,  while  steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  the  milk  from 
other  cows,  returned  as  unfit,  from  reaching  the  public.

In 
the  Paignton  Urban  District  the  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Chief  San- 
itary Inspector.
